The  Origin  of  Kopeck 

By  DR.  A.  M.  RACKUS,  Chicago,  111. 

_ Etymolog.v^For  many  centuries  the  most  popular  coin  in  Russia  was  the 
kopeck,  or,  as  natives  call  it,  “kopeika”  (pronounced  “cop-ei-kah”  i The 
Russian  term  “kopeika”  is  a diminutive  form  of  the  word  “kopio”  and  it 
means  “a  spear.”  Some  readers  might  think  that  spears  were  really  used  as 
money  m Russia,  but  it  was  not  so.  At  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  century 
certain  coins  circulated  in  Russia  upon  which  was  the  design  of  a spear  and 
Russians  simply  applied  the  term  “kopeika”  ( = “little  spear”)  to  such  coins. 

History — We  are  quite  sure  that  no  kopeck  coins  existed  before  A.  D. 
1372.  The  first  kopeck  coins  probably  were  struck  at  Gardinas  (Grodno) 
shortly  after  1372  by  Prince  Vytautas  the  Great,  who  was  appointed  in  that 
year  by  his  father,  Kestutis,  Grand  Duke  of  Lithuania,  to  rule  the  territory 
of  Gardinas.

Vytautas  the  Great  was  a worshipper  of  Thunder-god,  but  in  13  83  he  em- 
braced Christianity  and  began  to  strike  coins  with  a cross  above  his  personal 
signet.  The  following  kopecks  were  probably  struck  at  Lutsk,  the  tempo- 
rary capital  of  Vytautas,  between  13  84-139  2: 


Fig-  2 — Obv.,  spear  (kopeika)  pointing  to  left  with  a cross  above  it.  Rev., 
castle  gates,  “pilis,”  without  central  turret.

Fig.  3 — Obv.,  spear  pointing  to  left  with  a cross  surmounted  on  the  three- 
pronged shaft.  Note  the  style  of  the  cross,  which  is  decidedly  Teutonic. 
Vytautas  was  baptized  at  Tapiau  (Prussia)  in  the  presence  of  Conrad  Zollner 
von  Rottenstein,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Teutonic  Order,  hence  he  was  under 
Teutonic  influence.  Perhaps  the  engraver  of  the  dies  was  also  a hired  Teuton. 
Rev.,  “pilis”  gates  with  a central  turret  on  it;  a crescent  and  traces  of  bead- 
ed semi-circle.  The  crescent  was  a symbol  of  Moon-god  (“Menulis”),  wor- 
shipped by  i)agan  Lithuanians.  Evidently  Vytautas  still  respected  the  pagan 
religion  of  his  father.  Telchman  Nr,  163  and  165;  diam.,  13  mm.;  wt.,  0.31 
gr.  (?). 

Fig.  4 — Obv.,  spear  pointing  to  right  instead  of  to  left,  with  a cross  sur- 
mounted on  its  double-pronged  shaft.  Rev.,  “pilis”  gates  with  a centra!  tur- 
ret on  it.  Around  it  a beaded  circle.  Czapski  Nr.  10048;  diam,,  13  mm.; 
wt.,  0.33  gr. 
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In  1392  Vytautas  becjcme  Grand  Duke  of  Lithuania  and  ruled  over  im- 
mense territories  unti^iis  death  in  1430.  He  was  one  of  the  most  powerful 
princes  in  Europe,  ^’^umerous  Russian  dukes  became  vassals  of  Vytautas 
in  order  to  escape  the  terrible  Tartar  yoke  and  enjoy  peace  and  prosperity 
under  his  protection.  Even  the  khans  of  the  Golden  Horde  and  the  Tartars 
of  Crimea  respectfully  feared  Vytautas  and  many  times  asked  him  to  be 
their  supreme  judge  in  their  disputes. 

From  1392  to  1430  Vytautas  the  Great  issued  millions  of  kopecks  at  his 
mint  in  Vilnius  (Vilna),  the  capital  of  Lithuania.  Those  that  were  intended 
for  circulation  within  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Lithuania  were  of  the  following 
type:

For  the  immense  Russian  territory  Vytautas  Issued  silver  kopecks  of 
special  design  and  weight.

All  kopeck  coins  of  this  type  are  of  fine  silver,  somewhat  cup-shaped, 
about  12mm.  in  diameter,  weighing  about  0.760  gr.  each.  The  word  “PET- 
CHAT” is  purposely  struck  to  tell  the  people  that  the  design  spear  and  cross 
is  the  seal  of  Grand  Duke  Vytautas,  who  guarantees  the  standard  of  these 
kopecks. 

History  tells  us  that  the  Golden  Horde  held  under  its  heel  practically  all 
Russia  for  a long  time,  and  Tartars  forced  the  unhappy  Russian  dukes  to 
place  on  their  coins  “tamga”  (the  sign  of  Tartar  supremacy).  Such  coins 
were  called  “denga.”  Under  the  reign  of  Vytautas  the  Great,  however,  silver 
kopecks  minted  in  Lithuania  were  driving  out  the  Tartar  dengas  from  Rus- 
sian markets.  Pious  Russian  people  had  several  motives  for  preferring 
“kopeikas”  to  “dengas”;  first,  because  Lithuania  “kopeikas”  had  a cross  on 
them  (the  symbol  of  hope,  victory  and  salvation),  while  “dengas”  bore  the 
insolent  Tartar  “tamga.”  the  symbol  of  Mongolian  invasion,  infidelity  and 
slavery:  and  secondly,  because  “kopeikas”  contained  better  silver  than  “den- 
gas.” Russian  people  looked  upon  Vytautas,  the  Grand  Duke  of  Lithuania, 
as  their  emancipator  from  the  Tartar  yoke.  Slowly  but  surely  Tartars  be- 
gan to  loose  their  foothold  in  Russia,  commercially  as  well  as  politically, 
and  Vytautas  nourished  the  idea  of  driving  out  the  terrible  hordes  of  Tam- 
erlane and  freeing  all  Russia  from  the  Tartar  yoke.

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In  1399,  Tartar  Khan  Tamerlane  unjustly  overthrew  Khan  Tokhtanivsh 

to  his  throne,  Vytautas,  as  a protector^of 
Tokhtamysh,  declared  war  against  the  Tartar  horde.  He  led  his  army  into 
Tartary  and  wrote  this  message  to  Khan  Timur  Kushluk:  “Pay  your  tribute 
to  me  and  stamp  my  seal  on  your  coins,”  which  was  equivalent  to  a recog- 
nition  of  Vytautas’  supremacy  over  Tartars.  Khan  Timur  Kushluk  being 
confused  by  such  boid  demands,  begged  to  be  allowed  three  days’  time  to 
think  the  matter  over.  In  the  meantime,  Mongolian  Khan  Edygei  arrived 
with  an  immense  army  to  aid  Timur  Kushiuk.  A terrible  battle  took  place 
at  Vorskla.  Vytautas  lost  the  battle,  but  Tartars  were  weakened  also,  and 
tne  danger  of  Mongolian  invasion  passed  away.

These  “dengas,”  rechristened  “kopecks,”  were  the  earliest  known  counter- 
stamped  coins  in  Lithuania  and  in  Russia,  hence  they  are  very' important  to 
many  numismatists.  Such  mute  pieces  reveal  to  us  many  facts.  Vytautas 
the  Great  evidently  was  planning  another  war  against  Tartars,  and  he  count- 
erstamped their  coins  purposely  to  humiliate  them.  Since  the  plain  coat  of 
arms  of  Lithuania  wasn’t  effective  enough,  Vytautas  finally  counterstamped 
theii  coins  with  a cross.  Tartars,  as  we  know,  professed  Mahometan  religion 
and  what  more  could  provoke  a Mahometan  than  a.  cross  struck  over  the 
name  of  Mahomet,  Notwithstanding  such  humiliation,  Tartars  never  dared 
again  to  raise  their  arms  against  Vytautas.  Upon  Russian  people  such 
counterstamped  coins  made  a deep  impression,  and  they  took  it  for  a sign 
to  shake  off  the  unbearable  yoke  of  infidel  Tartars.  A little  design  on  a 
coin  aroused  and  united  the  Russian  nation  until  it  finally  succeeded  in 
libel  ating  itseif  from  Tartar  oppression.  Such  is  the  origin  and  such  is  the 
role  that  kopeck  played  in  Russian  history.

For  some  of  us  it  would  help  a great  deal.  I realize  that  to  attempt  a 
complete  list  would  be  beyond  the  limits  of  the  magazine,  but  surely  a 
list  of  the  best  on  all  the  various  branches  would  be  possible.”

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“Dixie  Land” 

In  the  thirties  the  United  States  was  flooded  with  “wildcat”  money,  and 
counterfeiting  was  so  common  that  suspicion  became  fixed  on  almost  all 
paper  money.  Throu.gh  it  all,  however,  the  bank  notes  of  the  Citizens’  Rank 
and  Trust  Company  of  New  Orleans  commanded  the  respect  of  the  whole  of 
the  Mississippi  Valley  and  the  remainder  of  the  country  as  well.  In  the 
days  before  the  Civil  War  this  bank’s  notes  were  printed  in  French  as  well 
as  English.  The  most  common  denomination  was  the  ten  dollar  note,  and 
it  bore  the  Roman  numeral  “X”  and  the  Arabic  numeral  “10.”  But  also 
in  the  middle  of  the  back  was  printed  the  French  word  “DIX”  amidst  the 
other  lettering  in  French. 


The  Mississippi  river  then  was  the  great  highway  of  traftic  between  New 
Orleans  and  the  North,  and  in  the  argot  of  the  river,  when  a man  was  head- 
ed down  South  into  Louisiana  on  a trading  expedition  he  was  going  to 
“Come  back  with  a pocket  full  of  Dixes.”  From  “Dixes”  to  “Dixie”  was  an 
easy  step.  And  the  South,  particularly  Louisiana,  became  known  as  “the 
land  of  Dixies,”  or  more  brieflly  as  “Dixie  Land.”

UOMMEMORATIVE  .AIEDAL  FOR  ICELAND. 

In  the  year  g.lO  the  Vikings  established  the  Althing,  or  Parliament,  in 
Iceland.  This  year,  from  June  26  to  28,  the  people  of  that  country  celebrated 
the  one  thousandth  anniversary  of  that  event  and  the  commemorative  medal 
illustrated  here  was  issued.  Photographs  from  the  Paris  Mint. 

Some  time  ago  a committee  was  formed  in  Paris  of  prominent  men  inter- 
ested in  Iceland  history  and  traditions,  under  whose  direction  the  medal 
was  issued.  Asmundur  Sveinsson,  an  artist  of  Iceland,  was  selected  to  pre- 
pare the  designs.  The  obverse  shows  Grim  taking  possession  of  Thingvellir, 
where  the  Althing  w-as  established.  The  reverse  is  symbolic  of  the  arms  of 
Iceland.  'The  medals  were  struck  at  the  Paris  Mint.  One  hundred  and  ten 
specimens  in  bronze  were  sent  to  Iceland  by  the  cruiser  Suffren.  which  took 
^ Reijkiavik  the  French  Parliament  delegation  to  attend  the  celebration. 
The  medals  were  presented  to  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark  and  Iceland, 
to  M.  Triggvi  Thorhallson,  President  of  the  Council,  and  other  distinguished 
men  of  Iceland. 

The  spot  where  the  Althing  was  established  is  known  as  “the  plain  of  the 
Parliament  to  some,  and  to  historians  as  “the  cradle  of  political  freedom 
of  the  world  and  of  the  self-government  of  all  nations.”  In  the  vast,  natural 
amphitheatre  a popular  assembly  was  held  each  year.  When  the  .\lthing 
was  established  Europe  was  in  the  Dark  Ages.  Christianity  was  spreading 
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out  its  arms  to  convert  the  world.  America’s  shores  had  not  felt  the  foot 
of  the  white  man. 

The  Althing  for  nearly  900  years  met  every  year.  It  languished  under 
Danish  rule,  and  on  June  6,  1800,  was  abolished  by  royal  edict,  but  was  re- 
established as  a consultative  body  in  1845.  Since  becoming  an  independent 
kingdom  in  union  with  Denmark  in  1918,  the  Icelanders  today  boast  a full- 
fledged  parliamentary  system  still  called  by  the  old  name,  Althing. 

The  festival  in  June  was  partly  held  in  the  historic  surroundings  of  the 
old  meeting-place  and  in  Reijkiavik,  the  capital  city. 

This  tiny  republic,  with  a population  of  only  a little  more  than  100,000, 
threw  itself  into  three  days  of  holiday-making  on  an  occasion  which  is  un- 
precedented. It  was  full  of  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  so  full  that 
veritable  cities  of  tents  were  erected  at  Thingvellir,  the  original  meeting 
place  of  the  Althing,  and  at  Lake  Reijkiavik  to  house  them. 


Preparations  had  been  going  on  for  almost  a year,  and  the  tents,  which 
were  pitched  in  regular  camp  formation  near  the  scene  of  the  festivities, 
were  let  out  at  a moderate  charge.  Doctors  were  in  attendance,  and  there 
was  a drug  store,  postoffice,  telegraph  office,  and  a foreign  money  exchange. 
In  Reijkiavik  there  are  only  four  hotels,  one  of  them  just  completed.  Many 
of  the  visitors  lived  on  the  ships  that  took  them  there. 

Three  royal  personages,  forty  representatives  of  twenty-five  independent 
states,  2.000  Icelanders  living  in  the  United  States,  who  chartered  two  liners 
to  take  them  there.  20.000  Icelandic  farmeis,  and  at  least  the  same  number 
of  tourists  from  all  over  the  world  attended  the  celebrations.  The  three 
royal  personages  were  King  Christian,  Crown  Prince  Oiav  of  Norway,  and 
Crown  Prince  Gustav  Adolf  of  Sweden. 

One  of  the  most  important  acts  of  King  Christian  while  he  was  there  was 
to  sign  the  bill  making  Iceland  a member  of  the  League  of  Nations.  The 
bill  was  passed  by  Parliament  during  the  festivities,  thereby  placing  the 
world’s  oldest  Parliament  in  a world  peace  federation  on  its  thousandth 
anniversary.

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man  whose  life  has  been  a succession  of  achievements.  President  Hoover 
then  presented  to  him  the  gold  medal  to  commemorate  his  Antarctic 
achievements.  The  versatility  of  the  e.xplorer  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  a 
special  medal  was  necessary.  Admiral  Byrd  had  already  received  the  Geo- 
graphic Society’s  Hubbard  Medal  for  flying  across  the  North  Pole  and  the 
society  was  forced  to  make  a new  design  in  his  honor. 

Responding  to  the  President’s  speech  of  presentation  Admiral  Byrd  drew 
repeated  applause  from  the  crowd  with  the  story  of  the  accomplishments  of 
his  expedition  and  an  account  of  the  scientific  benefits  he  expects  to  accrue 
from  his  investigations. 

Following  the  Byrd  speech  the  moving  pictures  of  the  expedition  were 
exhibited.  The  pictures  revealed  every  detail  of  the  strange  life  led  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Little  America  during  the  preparatory  period  for  the  great 
Polar  flight  and  portrayed  the  life  in  the  camp  during  the  four-month  Polar 
night. 

The  medal  shows  on  the  obverse  a profile  bust  of  Rear-Admiral  Byrd, 
with  the  following  inscription:  “Richard  Evelyn  Byrd,  Rear-Admiral,  U.  S. 
N,  He  Made  Distinguished  Contributions  to  Knowledge  of  Antartica  and 
Was  First  to  Reach  the  Geographical  South  Pole  by  Air,  Nov.  29,  1929.” 
The  reverse  has  a representation  of  the  globe  over  which  is  flying  a partly 
nude  figure  with  arms  extended  in  the  form  of  a huge  airplane.  The  in- 
scription above  and  below  is:  “National  Geographic  Society.  Special  Medal 
of  Honor.” 


MEDAL  FOR  NORWEGIAN  WEEK. 

Similar  to  the  commemorative  medal  struck  last  year  for  the  observation 
of  Danish  Week,  the  Society  Norden.  in  Sweden,  has  issued  a medal  the 
obverse  of  which  shows  the  likeness  of  the  Norwegian  Crown  Prince  Olav  and 
Crown  Princess  Martha  in  profile  to  the  right,  with  the  inscription  “Olav — 
Martha.”  The  reverse  shows  a map  of  the  Scandinavian  peninsula,  with  a 
vessel  in  the  Baltic,  a spouting  whale  and  a compass  star  in  the  North  Sea. 


The  capitals  of  both  countries  are  shown  by  royal  palaces.  The  inscription 
on  the  edge  reads.  “Till  minne  av  Norska  veckan  i Stockholm  3-8  February, 
1930.”  connected  hy  two  clasped  hands.  The  medal  is  struck  in  bronze  and 
measures  4 5mm.  Modelled  by  the  medal  engraver  Svante  Nilsson  and  struck 
by  the  firm  of  Sporrong  & Co.,  at  Stockholm.  (See  Ti.e  NrMis.UATi.sT,  Janu- 
ary.

Below  we  reproduce  the  medal  recently  issued  by  the  Crane  Company,  of 
Chicago,  to  commemorate  its  seventy-fifth  anniversary.  It  began  business 
July  4,  1855. 


Several  months  ago  the  order  for  the  medals  was  placed  with  the  Medallic 
Art  Company,  of  New  York  City.  The  models  were  completed  in  February 
and  work  on  the  striking  of  the  medals  was  begun  March  1.  The  order  was 
for  115,000  specimens,  and  they  were  completed  by  June  1.  This  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  largest  order  for  medals  of  this  size  (214  inches  in  diam- 
eter) ever  completed  anywhere.  They  were  shipped  direct  from  New  York 
to  all  parts  of  the  world  to  over  260  branches  of  the  company,  to  every 
employe  and  customer  of  the  organization.

The  first  medal  to  be  issued  by  the  Society  of  Medalists  has  just  been 
struck.  It  is  in  bronze  and  measures  2 13-16  inches  in  diameter.  The 
sculptor  is  Laura  Gardin  Fraser. 

Regarding  the  medal  the  designer  says:  "There  are  many  persons  who 
desire  to  collect  meda's  but  are  unable  to  do  so  because  the  medal  is  used 
in  most  instances  as  a specific  aw'ard.  The  scope  of  subject  matter  which 
bears  no  relation  to  a particular  person  or  occasion  embraces  many  forms 
of  expression  and  the  sculptor  has  a large  field  of  choice.  In  this  case  I 
felt  that  a sporting  subject  would  be  a departure  from  what  one  has  been 
accustomed  to  seeing  in  medallic  art.  Therefore.  1 chose  the  hunter  with 
his  dog  because  it  presented  the  opportunity  of  telling  a story  embodying  a 
human  and  animal  element.  It  has  been  studied  as  to  ccrrectness  of  detail 
so  that  it  should  have  an  appeal  to  those  who  are  interested  in  out-of-doors 


life.  The  ruffed  grouse  forms  the  reverse.  It  may  be  considered  as  a nation- 
* al  game  bird  and  is  distinctive  in  character  and  vfery  decorative.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  there  is  sufficient  merit  in  the  rendering  of  this  work  to  appease 
the  collector  whose  interest  is  in  the  art  of  the  medal.” 

The  medal  was  produced  by  the  Medallic  Art  Company.  New  York  City. 
Specimen  for  illustration  from  P.  D.  Langenheim.  Philadelphia. 

The  Society  of  Medallists  has  recently  been  formed  in  New  York  City 
largely  through  the  efforts  of  George  D.  Pratt,  a nationally  known  collector 
and  art  patron.  The  society  is  an  affiliation  of  the  Art  Center  in  New  York 
and  the  headquarters  is  with  that  organization  at  6 5 East  Fifty-sixth  street, 
New'  York  City  The  second  medal  will  be  issued  in  the  fa’l.  which  is  now 
being  designed  by  Paul  Manship.  at  present  in  Paris.  The  society  has  a 
membership  of  1200  and  takes  rank  with  much  older  European  societies  of 
a similar  nature.

The  above  is  the  title  of  a book  just  published  at  Pittsburgh  by  E.  A.  King, 
A.  N.  A.  3022.  a copy  of  which  has  been  presented  by  Mr.  King  to  the  A.  N. 

A.  library.  It  is  a record  of  the  Albert  M.  Hanauer  collection  of  chapter 
pennies,  which  had  its  beginning  almost  thirty  years  ago.  Since  the  death 
of  B.  P.  Wright.  Benno  Loewy  and  William  R.  Poillon  the  bulk  of  their 
collections  have  passed  into  this  group  until  Mr.  King  has  become  the  fore- 
most living  authority  on  chapter  pennies,  and  is  so  recognized  by  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  all  Grand  Chapters  of  North 
America. 

The  collection  represents  about  30,000  pennies,  including  duplicates.  The 
bulk  of  them  (about  12,000)  have  been  presented  to  the  Supreme  Council 
Thirty-third  Degree,  A.  A.  S.  R.,  S.  J.,  and  will  soon  be  placed  on  permanent 
exhibition  at  the  House  of  the  Temple,  Sixteenth  and  S streets,  Washington, 
D.  C.  This  beautiful  Masonic  edifice  is  open  to  the  general  public  on  all 
week  days,  and  the  collection  may  be  seen  there  by  anyone  interested,  wheth- 
er a Mason  or  not.  A second  collection  has  been  given  the  Supreme  Council 
Thirty-third  Degree  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  and  also  a number 
of  smaller  groups  to  Grand  Lodge  museums  of  various  states. 

The  book  is  devoted  to  a description  of  these  coins,  the  metals  they  are 
made  from  and  interpretations  of  the  Masonic  meanings  of  all  signs,  symbols, 
names,  etc.,  employed.  There  are  also  various  historic  notes  in  connection 
with  individual  chapters,  pertaining  to  their  names,  interesting  incidents 
connected  with  them,  and  names  of  eminent  American  Masons,  Presidents, 
Vice-Presidents,  and  those  holding  high  offices  in  the  order,  who  were  mem- 
bers of  these  chapters.  The  use  of  the  Hebrew  shekel  and  half-shekel  is 
explained  and  a number  of  these  included  in  the  collection  in  order  to  give 
light  on  the  year  used,  whether  they  were  half  or  whole  shekels,  and  the 
use  of  forgeries  that  did  not  even  resemble  the  genuine  shekel  of  from  144 

B.  C.  to  139  B.  C. 

It  is  of  especial  interest  that  in  nearly  two  hundred  years  of  existence  no 
complete  list  of  all  Royal  Arch  Chapters  of  America,  both  living  and  de- 
funct, have  ever  been  gathered  together  in  one  volume  before.  It  is  the 
custom  for  each  State  to  publish  only  their  own  rosters  yearly,  but  not  to 
include  other  States.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Canada, 
most  of  whom  however,  were  at  one  time  part  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada. 

In  conclusion  it  might  be  said  that  these  collections  are  outright  gifts  to 
the  Masonic  bodies  mentioned,  and  the  books  are  also  being  presented  to 
various  Grand  Chapters,  Grand  officers  and  other  Masons  who  have  helped 
make  this  work  so  complete.  It  is  hoped  the  completion  may  stimulate  not 
only  an  interest  in  this  particular  branch  of  Masonry,  but  also  inspire  some 
of  our  numismatic  brethren  to  take  up  the  work  where  it  is  now  left  off,  and 
so  keep  adding  to  this  splendid  group.

Below  we  illustrate  the  John  Cotton  Dana  plaque,  issued  by  the  Newark 
Museum  Association,  Newark,  N,  J.,  in  honor  of  Mr,  Dana,  who  had  been  at 
the  head  of  the  museum  since  its  inception  and  was  also  the  librarian  of 
the  Newark  Public  Library  for  many  years. 


The  obverse  has  a profile  portrait  of  Mr,  Dana,  with  his  name  below.  The 
reverse  has  a front  view  of  the  Museum.  Above,  “This  Museum  is  the 
Thought  and  Work  of  John  Cotton  Dana.’’  Be’.ow,  “MCMXXV.”  This  is 
the  year  the  Museum  was  completed.  Mr.  Dana  died  in  July,  19  29.  The 
medal  was  designed  by  John  Flanagan  and  is  struck  in  bronze.  Specimen 
from  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  New  York  City.

W.  Carleton  Fleming,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  a member  of  the  A.  N.  A.  and  the 
Buffalo  Numismatic  Association,  has  sold  the  collection  of  coins  which  he 
has  been  exhibiting  under  the  patronage  of  banks  and  trust  companies  in 
the  larger  cities  in  the  East  for  several  months.  The  purchaser  is  the  Aj;las 
Pen  and  Premium  Company,  and  the  price  paid  is  said  to  have  been  $12,500. 
What  disposition  the  new  owners  will  make  of  the  collection  is  not  stated. 
One  of  the  conditions  of  the  sale  was  that  Mr.  Fleming  will  not  hereafter 
engage  in  this  line  of  work  with  banks  in  the  United  States.  He  has,  how- 
ever, assembled  a new  collection,  which  he  will  exhibit  in  travel  offices  and 
department  stores  in  the  United  States.  His  new  collection  is  now  being 
exhibited  in  Canada. 


EDISOX  RECEIVES  GOLD  MED.AL  FROM  .ARGEXTIXA  SC  IENTISTS. 

On  June  20,  at  his  home  in  East  Orange.  N.  J..  Thomas  A.  Edison  was 
presented  a gold  medal  typifying  the  gratitude  and  affection  of  electrical 
engineers  and  scientists  of  Argentina.  The  event  was  in  commemoration  of 
the  golden  jubilee  of  the  incandescent  light.  William  A.  Reece,  of  Buenos 
Aires,  president  of  the  General  Electric  S.  A.,  representing  the  Ar.gentine 
Association  of  Fllectro-Technicians,  made  the  presentation. 
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THE  DU.  \ IKTOU  K.ATZ  MED.'L. 

We  illustrate  below  a medal  just  issued  in  Prague.  Czecho-Slovakia.  to 
commemorate  the  fiftieth  birthday  of  Dr.  Viktor  Katz,  prominent  numisma- 
tist and  councilor  of  the  Postal  Department. 

The  obverse  shows  Dr.  Katz’s  striking  portrait,  while  the  inscription  of 
the  reverse  reads  “To  His  Friends.”  The  lidies-of-the-valley  are  emble- 
matic of  the  month  of  May.  in  which  Dr.  Katz  was  born,  while  each  stem  of 
flowers  is  representative  of  each  decade  of  his  life.  The  medal  was  present- 


ed to  his  friends  upon  the  occasion  which  it  commemorates.  The  artist  who 
designed  the  medal  is  .Joseph  Sejnost,  who  recently  held  an.  exhibition  of  , his 
very  unusual  work  of  medallic  art  in  his  native  city 

Dr.  Katz  is  a prominent  specialist  in  collecting  medals  of  the  Renaissance 
of  Middle  Europe,  counterstamped  groschen  and  thp  coins  of  Bohem'.a. 

The  medal  is  struck  in  bronze.  50  mm.  in  diameter  and  4 mm.  in  thickness. 


('OAr.MISSSIO.VS  .\T  FRENCH  .AFf  TION  .S.AI.E.S. 

I read  with  much  interest  in  the  June  number  of  Ti  e N[-.m;,s.m.\ti.st  Mr. 
Alden  Scott  Boyer's  note  on  auction  sales  in  Paris  Mr.  Boyer,  having  hon- 
ored us  by  his  presence  at  the  session  of  the  sale  held  on  April  7.  8,  9 and 
10  by  Messrs.  Page  and  Ciani  (the  Couturier  collection).  I take  the  liberty, 
being  one  of  the  expert  numismatists  of  that  sale,  to  try  and  rectify  an  error 
which  might  exist  in  the  minds  of  collectors  about  the  percentage  due  as 
tax  above  the  bid  prices. 

In  France  any  auction  sale  must  be  he'd  by  a Government  official,  called 
“commissaire-priseur.”  Up  to  1914  the  tax  assessed  on  buyers  was  10  per 
cent.,  which  went  to  Government  official  registration  duty  and  various  ex- 
penses. Then  came  the  war.  and  in  consequence,  as  a remedy  for  the  finan- 
cial crisis,  the  Government  imposed  several  taxes,  amon.g  which  was  the 
taxe  de  lu.xe  on  auction  sales,  so  that,  indeed,  the  bid  of  evorvlhing  consid- 
ered as  luxuries  was  augmented  19.50  per  cent. 

Ihis  is  the  good  news — thanks  to  the  law  passed  on  April  26. 
1930,  that  tax  of  19.50  per  cent,  was  reduced  to  14  per  cent  I am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  let  collectors  know  this  fact  and  hope  it  may  encourage  them  to 
take  part  in  French  sales,  where  they  will  alwavs  be  s'ncere  v welcome

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THE  OREGON  TRAIL  HALE  DOLLARS  OF  1928. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  many  reasons  which  helped  to  influence  President 
Hoover  in  vetoing  the  Gadsden  Purchase  Diamond  Jubilee  bill  was  the  fact 
that  there  are  at  present  a large  number  of  Oregon  Trail  half  dollars,  which 
were  struck  in  19  28,  still  at  the  mint.  If  these  pieces  remain  uncalled  for — 
and  they  are  obtainable  only  by  the  Oregon  Trail  organization,  at  whose  or- 
der they  were  struck — it  is  likely  they  will  be  melted,  without  releasing  any 
of  them,  and  thus  be  a total  loss  to  the  Treasury  Department. 

Of  course,  it  is  very  unfair  to  blame  any  one  group  organized  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  certain  commemorative  issues  for  the  veto  of  President  Hoover, 
as  it  was  based  purely  on  sound  currency  principles  rather  than  prepared 
excuses. 

Personally,  I believe  it  might  help  future  issues,  if  there  are  to  be  any 
more,  if  these  Oregon  Trail  coins,  and  any  other  issues  struck  on  order  at 
the  mint  and  are  not,  to  date,  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  organizations,  be 
called  for  and  distributed.  Such  action  would  certainly  be  appreciated  by 
the  Treasury  Department  and  those  numismatists  who  feel  that  the  way  is 
now  blocked  for  any  possible  future  issues,  by  these  stagnant  pieces.

The  two  preceding  issues  of  The  Numismatist  contained  the  program  of 
the  coming  A.  N.  A.  Convention  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  with  considerable  infor- 
mation about  the  convention  city.  The  interesting  points  about  the  city  and 
the  Niagara  Frontier  were  pointed  out  by  Robert  H.  Lloyd,  secretary  of  the 
Buffalo  Numismatic  Club  and  a member  of  the  general  convention  commit- 
tee, and  one  must  be  hard  to  please  if  he  cannot  find  in  the  program  for  the 
five  days  many  entertaining  features  and  diversions,  aside  from  the  exhibits, 
the  meeting  of  friends  and  acquaintances  and  the  business  sessions. 

It  will  be  five  days  well  spent  if  you  decide  to  go.  A large  attendance  is 
desired  to  show  the  Buffalo  boys  that  their  entertainment  plans  are  appre- 
ciated. Every  member  of  the  Association  is  entitled  to  take  part  in  the 
proceedings. 

We  remember  reading  some  months  ago  the  impression  of  a writer  who 
had  visited  Buffalo.  One  of  the  things  he  said  was  that  Buffalo  had  two 
seasons — winter  and  August.  Of  course  he  was  joking,  but  the  impression 
he  sought  to  convey  was  that  the  breezes  from  the  lake  keep  the  temperature 
low  for  eleven  months,  and  that  even  August  is  not  hot.  So  those  who 
attend  are  assured  that  the  convention  weather  will  not  be  too  warm  for 
comfort,  even  in  the  latter  part  of  August. 

There  is,  of  course,  one  preliminary  that  you  should  attend  to  without 
delay,  and  that  is,  write  to  the  manager  of  the  Hotel  Statler  and  make  reser- 
vations for  the  kind  of  room  you  want.  The  rates  were  published  in  our 
July  issue.  After  you  arrive  and  have  been  shown  your  room  and  listened 
to  the  radio  while  you  remove  the  effects  of  travel,  hunt  up  Harry  Wilson 
and  his  registration  book  and  place  your  signature  in  it.  This  is  important. 
The  registration  book  is  eagerly  scanned  many  times  during  the  convention 
by  various  members  to  see  whether  this  man  or  that  man  has  arrived.  From 
hour  to  hour  on  the  first  day  or  two  the  book  is  carefully  examined  by  the 
officers  to  see  how  the  attendance  compares  with  previous  conventions.  After 
signing  the  book  you  will  be  turned  over  to  the  local  committee,  which  will 
furnish  you  with  a badge,  tickets  for  the  entertainment  features  and  what- 
ever else  may  be  necessary.  You  will  then  be  a full-fledged  conventionite. 

\ou  will,  of  course,  bring  an  exhibit.  Saturday  is  the  day  set  apart  for 
installing  them,  and  if  you  bring  an  extensive  display  perhaps  you  can  have 
an  entire  case  assigned  you.  The  amount  of  space  given  to  an  exhibitor  de- 
pends on  the  extent  of  the  exhibits.  It  is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  there 
will  be  room  for  all.  The  cases  can  be  locked  and  the  exhibit  room  will  be 
open  to  the  public  during  the  convention  at  such  hours  as  are  agreed  upon 
by  the  local  committee  and  the  hotel  management.  Police  protection  will 
be  provided,  day  and  night,  in  the  exhibit  room. 

If  you  are  a first-timer  and  are  not  acquainted  with  A.  N.  A.  members, 
the  kind  of  time  you  will  have  will  depend  largely  upon  your  “mixing” 
qualities.  If  you  prefer  to  go  it  alone,  perhaps  no  one  will  object.  But  if 
you  want  to  get  out  of  it  full  value,  you  will  have  to  mix  and  get  acquainted. 
It  will  be  a congenial  crowd,  all  interested  in  coins,  medals  or  paper  money, 
and  you  will  be  able  to  find  some  one  who  collects  along  the  same  lines 
you  do. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  an  auction  sale  of  coins  will  be  held  at  the 
Hotel  Statler  on  Monday  evening  by  Paul  M.  Lange,  the  Rochester  dealer. 
If  you  attend  the  convention,  this  will  give  you  an  opportunity  to  purchase 
coins  at  auction  in  person  instead  of  sending  bids  by  mail,  as  many  of  the 
members  do.  But  throughout  the  convention  there  will  be  many  opportuni- 
ties to  buy,  sell  and  exchange  coins.  This  is  a feature  of  convention  life 
that  many  take  advantage  of.  To  the  casual  observer  in  the  exhibit  room 
It  would  seem  that  there  is  little  commercialism  in  coins  during  a convention. 
But  he  forms  his  opinion  from  surface  indications  only.  Member  Smith 
approaches  Member  Jones  and  asks  him  if  he  has  brought  along  anything 
for  sale.  Member  Jones  says:  “Come  up  to  my  room.  I have  lots  of  good 
things.  Got  anything  to  sell  or  trade?”  And  awav  thev  go  to  his  room.  It 
IS  in  the  rooms  of  the  members,  particularly  late  at  night  or  early  in  the 
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morning  that  most  of  the  business  transactions  take  place  and  where  numis- 
matic incidents  are  related. 

This  will  he  our  last  reminder  of  the  coming  convention.  These  have 
been  held  annually  since  1907,  although  conventions  were  held  occasionally 
before  that  time.  You  will  meet  at  Buffalo  a number  of  members  who  have 
been  present  at  many  of  these  gatherings — an  indication  that  they  are  occa- 
sions of  numismatic  interest  and  enjoyment.  These  faithful  members  plan 
to  spend  one  week  at  the  convention — and  let  the  rest  of  their  vacation  take 
care  of  itself.  It  is  now  only  three  weeks  away,  so  don’t  delay  your  decision 
longer  if  you  have  not  yet  made  up  your  mind  to  go.

“THE  STORY  OF  .MONEY.” 

Late  in  19  29  there  was  published  a book  which  the  writer  feels  did  not 
receive  enough  attention  from  the  numismatic  fraternity.  The  title  of  the 
book  is  “The  Story  of  Money”  and  the  author  is  Norman  Angell.  Perhaps 
this  inattention  is  in  some  measure  due  to  the  fact  that  the  author  specifical- 
ly states  “it  is  a layman’s  book  throughout.”  The  book  tells  the  story  of 
money  in  its  social  relation,  what  it  has  done  to  human  society,  the  problems 
it  has  solved  and  which  it  has  created  It  also  shows  briefiy  the  nature  of 
the  main  monetary  and  banking  controversy  of  the  present  day.  The  numis- 
matist will  find  the  book  a lucid  and  interesting  presentation  of  how.  when 
and  why  money  came  into  existence.  It  is  worth-while  noting  that  Mr.  .Angell 
arrives  at  the  conclusion  that  “.Money,  like  dynamite  and  other  tools  used 
by  man.  can  verv  greatlv  damage  as  weP  as  verv  greatly  serve,  his  society.

Anscombe,  F.R.Hist  S..  Mr.  Thomas  Ollive  Mabbott,  Ph.D.,  Mr.  James 
Wright,  and  the  Leeds  City  Museums  (Mr.  Herbert  William  Ricketts,  P.G.S., 
curator)  were  elected  members  of  the  society. 

Mr.  R.  T.  Christopher  presented  to  the  society  a Bradford-on-Avon  war 
medal,  designed  by  the  donor’s  wife,  Mrs.  M.  I.  Christopher.  The  obverse 
bears  the  figure  of  Britannia,  standing  on  the  shore  and  holding  a laurel 
wreath  in  her  right  hand.  The  British  lion,  couchant,  at  Britannia’s  feet. 
On  the  water  is  a warship  with  an  airplane  flying  over  it.  Inscription:  “For 
services  rendered  in  the  Great  War,  1914-1919.”  The  reverse  depicts  the 
chapel  on  the  bridge  at  Bradford-on-Avon,  and  bears  the  inscription:  “From 

the  citizens  of  Bradford-on-Avon.  With  gratitude  to  , 19  July 

1919.”

By  Mr.  Frank  E.  Burton:  A number  of  badges  of  Charles  I in  iliustration 
of  his  paper: . 

By  Mr.  V.  B.  Crowther-Beynon:  A series  of  tobacco  stoppers,  mostly  bear- 
ing busts  of  Charles  I. 

By  Mr.  H.  J.  Bakers:  James  VI  six-shilling  piece  (Scots),  second  issue 
after  accession  to  English  throne,  dated,  very  clearly,  1619.  This  is  an  un- 
published date  of  this  denomination,  which  is  of  extremeiy  rare  occurrence. 
As  there  w'ere  no  English  sixpences  of  1619,  this  coin  seems  to  form  the  only 
currency  issued  in  that  year  in  Great  Britain,  and  makes  it  additionally 
interesting. 

By  Miss  Farquhar:  A selection  of  some  of  the  smallest  badges  of  Charles  1. 

By  Mr.  H.  Alexander  Parsons:  A quarto  of  Gibraltar,  dated  1841  over 
1840.  The  earliest  date  of  this  coin  known  to  Atkins  is  1842,  and,  as  the 
regal  coinage  for  Gibraltar  was  not  authorized  by  the  Treasury  until  May 
of  that  year,  it  is  clear  that  the  piece  exhibited  is  a trial  or  pattern  prepared 
in  the  previous  year,  when  the  Governor  asked  the  Colonial  Office  to  supply 
a suitable  coinage  to  displace  the  British  and  Spanish  coins  and  the  tokens 
which  had  hitherto  served.  That  a special  coinage  for  Gibraltar  had  been  in 
contemplation  even  before  1841  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  pattern 
exhibited  appears  to  have  been  struck  in  1840,  for  the  1 of  1841  is  superim- 
posed on  what  appears  to  be  a nought. 

By  Mr.  H.  W.  Taft's:  A large  brass  medallion  of  Charles  I,  by  Obrisset, 
and  probably  struck  for  ornamentation  of  furniture.  Also  a silver  medallion 


of  Charles  I of  very  fine  w'ork.  with  the  same  bust  as  appears  on  the  Dutch 
Fishery  medal  of  1636.  This  last  has  a loop  for  suspension. 

By  Mr.  Richard  Cromwell  Warner:  Medal  in  tin,  struck  by  L.  C.  Wyon  in 
1843,  when  he  was  16  years  of  age.  Obverse,  head  of  Oliver  Cromw'ell,  from 
Simon’s  crown  piece,  and  inscription,  OLIVAR  D . G . RP  . ANG  . SCO  . 
HIB.  &c.  PRO  . Reverse,  head  of  Louis  XVIII  from  the  five-franc  piece  and 
inscription.  W.  WYON  R.A.  CUDI  JUSSET,  Unknown  to  Henfrey.  Also 
uniface  medal  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  possibly  by  Kirk  or  Stuart  as  a copy  of 
Simon’s  first  design  for  Dunbar  medal.  Oliver  Cromw^ell,  full  face,  in  armor, 
and  inscription,  HITHERTO  HATH  THE  LORD  HELPED  US.  From  the 
-Montagu  collection.  The  medal  was  engraved  in  Vertue’s  book  on  Simon’s 
medals,  though  he  questions  whether  it  was  Simon’s  work.  Not  in  Henfrey. 

Frank  E.  Burton.  J P.,  F.S  A.,  read  a paper  on  “Some  Badges  of  Charles 
1.  Mr.  Burton  contributed  some  notes  to  the  very  fine  exhibition  of  badges 
he  had  brought  that  evening  and  remarked  that  the  earliest  badges  issued  by 
an>  English  monarch  were  those  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  These  were  bestowed 
a.*-  rew'ards  for  great  and  special  services  rendered  to  the  state,  and  very  few 
were  in  existence  to-day.  It  was  extremely  probable  that  the  first  badges 
struck  by  order  of  Charles  were  given  for  military  valor.  -Afterward  he 
lestowed  them  for  special  services,  and  then  they  were  given  away  freely  to 
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Many  of  them  were  beauliful  portraits  of  extremely  fine  work.  Usually, 
however,  the  smaller  badges  were  not  nearly  so  fine  in  design  and  workman- 
ship, and  were  more  widely  distributed.  There  was  considerable  doubt  as  to 
the  date  when  these  badges  were  first  struck.  One  that  was  exhibited  bore 
the  date  1642,  and  it  was  also  on  record  that  Charles  ordered  a special 
badge  to  be  made  for  Sir  Robert  Welch,  Knight,  for  the  rescue  of  the 
standards  at  Edge  Hill,  in  1642.  Some  of  the  badges  bore  the  name  of 
Thomas  Rawlins,  engraver  to  Charles  I from  1643.

D.AIiLAS  COI.V  (TvUB — Friday,  the  13th  of  June,  was  a day  of  consider- 
able consequence  for  the  members  of  the  Dallas  Coin  Club,  A day  usually 
looked  upon  with  suspicion  and  forebodings,  it  proved  unusually  pleasant 
and  “lucky”  for  the  Dallas  Coin  Club,  The  regular  June  meeting  of  the 
organization  was  held  in  the  evening  of  this  day  at  the  Baker  Hotel,  The 
festivities  began  w'ith  a tastily  arranged  dinner  on  Peacock  Terrace,  w'ith 
W.  A,  Philpott,  Jr,,  past  president  of  the  Club,  as  the  host.  The  following 
members  were  present:  Messrs,  Cassidy,  Mehl,  Owens,  Russ,  Warner,  Bow- 
man, Marr,  Morton.  Joseph,  Boozer,  Cupp,  Price,  Snow,  Herzog  and  Shultz. 

Following  the  delightful  meal,  for  which  Member  Philpott  was  thanked  in 
a profuse  and  unanimous  manner,  members  began  the  business  meeting  by 
a number  of  talks  on  new'  subjects  and  continuations  of  old  ones,  Mr. 
Boozer  continued  his  discussion,  began  at  a former  meeting,  on  the  origin 
of  the  dollar  mark.  He  has  discovered  six  possible  explanations.  But  after 
considerable  research  he  is  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  our  dollar  mark  has 
descended  from  the  Portuguese  account  books  of  the  fifteenth  century.  Mr. 
Boozer  was  asked  to  prepare  a paper  for  a future  meeting  of  the  club  and  to 
be  submitted  to  Thk  Ni'.mis.m.ctist. 

Mr.  Mehl.  of  Fort  Worth,  took  as  his  subject.  “The  Smallest  Coin  in  the 
World."  and  his  exhibit  of  many  very  small  pieces  was  very  interestin.g. 
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Among  other  midget  pieces  he  displayed  infinitesimal  gold  from  early  Ger- 
many. One  piece  in  particular,  the  l/32nd  of  a ducat,  gold  value  of  seven 
cents,  compared  with  our  gold  14  dollar  as  our  $1  gold  would  compare  with 
a ?20  gold  piece.  Mr.  Mehl  will  extend  his  studies  on  this  subject  and  give 
the  club  his  findings  and  will  prepare  an  article  on  this  subject.  He  a^.so 
exhibited  the  rare  |10  gold  of  19  07  with  periods,  three  different  varieties. 

Since  it  was  Friday,  the  13th,  President  Cassidy  took  “Superstition”  for 
his  subject  and  attempted  to  enumerate  all  the  known  superstitions  con- 
cerning money,  even  from  ancient  times,  but  more  particularly  as  to  the 
superstitious  stigma  attached  for  some  reason  to  our  own  .|2  bills.

N.  Y.,  is 
only  a few  months  old,  but  on  June  21  it  staged  a banquet  and  exhibit  that 
would  do  credit  to  an  organization  much  older.  It  was  held  in  the  Mongo- 
lian Room  of  Hotel  Jamestown  and  covers  were  laid  for  78.  Besides  the 
local  members  there  were  present  representatives  from  the  Buffalo  Com 
Club,  the  Western  Reserve  Numismatic  Club  and  the  Rochester  Numismatic 
ssocistion 

T.  James  Clarke,  Jamestown,  president  of  the  local  club,  introduced  Ros- 
coe  B.  Martin,  of  Forestville,  as  toastmaster.  The  address  of  welcome  was 
given  by  Mayor  Samuel  A.  Carlson.  Mr.  Martin  pointed  out  that  the  Amen 
can  Numismatic  Association,  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America 
are  the  only  three  organizations  in  the  United  States  established  by  an  ac 
of  Congress.  Mr.  Clarke  said  that  the  local  club  now  has  a membership  or 
between  forty  and  fifty  persons  and  predicted  that  before  the  end  ot  the  lirst 
year’s  life  of  the  club,  it  will  have  a membership  of  100.  He  stated  that 
since  the  organization  of  the  club  an  exhibit  of  some  kind  has 
seated  every  two  weeks,  Billy  Sunday,  of  Rochester,  was  introduced  and 
led  the  gathering  in  community  singing,  the  theme  being  based  on  the  occ  - 
sion  bringing  the  collectors  together.  Toastmaster  Martin  stated  tha  s . 
teen  or  seventeen  villages  and  cities  were  represented  at  the  meeting. 
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One  of  the  interesting  collections  on  display  was  that  of  Paul  M.  Lange, 
Rochester,  consisting  of  bronze,  silver  and  gold  medals. 

An  outstanding  display  was  that  of  T.  James  Clarke,  Jamestown,  consist- 
ing of  continental  paper  currency  and  coins.  Many  of  the  bills  or  notes  bore 
the  signatures  of  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  United 
States  Constitution,  or  names  of  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  early 
days  of  the  nation’s  history.  Mr.  Clarke’s  collection  included  fifteen  bills 
signed  by  John  Morton,  the  one  Swedish  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence. He  has  a complete  set  of  $5,  $10  and  $20  in  full  sheets  of  all 
the  national  banks  in  Chautauqua  county. 

The  fractional  currency  display  of  F.  T.  Joers,  of  Cleveland,  was  one  that 
attracted  attention,  as  did  the  stamp  collection  of  Mr.  Brown,  of  Glean,  and 
Mr.  Shaunessy,  of  Sharon,  Pa. 

An  interesting  display  was  that  of  Claybourne  Blowers  Sampson,  of  Green- 
hurst,  who  showed  a number  of  glass  bottles,  or  flasks. 

N.  S.  Hopkins,  of  Williamsville,  N.  Y..  had  an  interesting  collection  of 
military  decorations,  both  foreign  and  national.  Decorations  given  by  the 
Turkish  government  to  a Frenchman,  a complete  set  of  victory  ribbons  and 
medals  of  Germany  and  Prussia  from  1814  to  1918  are  in  this  collection. 

H.  H.  Merwin’s  collection  of  envelopes  or  “covers”  included  a wide  range, 
from  the  Civil  War  period  to  the  last  trip  of  the  Graf  Zeppelin  to  South 
America,  in  addition  to  special  air  mail  covers  and  stamps.

Ml  SEUM  IN  PGSTGFFICE  LOBBY. 

Everyone  who  calls  for  his  mail  at  the  Quantico  (Md  ) Postoffice  gets 
something,  even  if  there  is  no  mail  for  him.  What  he  gets  is  a view  of  the 
museum  in  the  lobby  of  the  postoffice,  w'here  the  postmaster,  Ira  A.  Disha- 
roon,  has  installed  a collection  of  coins,  stamps  and  documents  gathered  by 
him  in  the  last  twenty-five  years,  during  all  of  w'hich  time  he  has  been  post- 
master of  the  town.  The  collection  contains  about  500  coins.  United  States 
and  foreign:  a set  of  Confederate  notes,  Maryland  obsolete  paper  money  and 
foreign  paper  money.  In  addition,  there  are  several  documents  relating  to 
Colonial  Maryland. 


.AMEKICAN  HUMANE  ASSOCIATION  MEDAL  F^OK  BYRD. 

A dog’s  life  in  the  Antarctfc  was  described  on  June  '2  6 by  ReJlr-Admiral 
Richard  E.  Byrd  in  accepting  a medal  from  the  American  Humane  Associa- 
tion for  “marked  humane  treatment  accorded  to  the  dogs  in  his  Polar  expe- 
ditions.” The  presentation  was  made  by  Minnie  Maddern  Fiske,  the  actress, 
a director  of  the  association. 

Byrd  thanked  the  donor  and  chatted  about  the  eighty  Newfoundland 
huskies  which  made  the  trip  to  the  South  Pole  with  him.  Passing  the 
tropics  was  hard  on  them,  he  said,  but  all  but  two  survived  the  voyage. 


CHIN.l'S  NEW  MINT  BE.ADY  FOR  OPER.VTION. 

Under  the  guidance  of  two  former  Philadelphians,  the  Chinese  Nationalist 
Government’s  central  mint  has  been  completed  and  is  ready  for  operation  at 
Shanghai,  according  to  dispatches  received  in  this  country.  One  of  the  two 
directors  of  the  Mint,  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Finance,  is  Lott  H.  T. 
Wei.  who  was  graduated  from  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School  in  1916  and 
subsequently  took  his  master’s  degree  in  industrial  management  at  the 
\\  harton  School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  technical  expert  responsible  for  the  designing  and  etiuipping  of  the 
mint  is  Clifford  Hewitt,  who  was  employed  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  from 
19(Mt  to  1921.  was  head  of  the  machinery  department  and  is  also  a graduate 
:f  the  I’niversity  of  Pennsylvania.

It  has  long  been  the  desire  of  successive  governments  in  China  to  establish 
a mint  at  Shanghai,  and  preparations  for  such  a project  have  been  going  on 
since  1920.  The  undertaking  was  never  completed  for  a variety  of  reasons, 
chief  among  which  was  the  fact  that  there  was  never  a government  strong 
enough  or  in  power  long  enough  in  Shanghai  to  carry  it  through.  It  was 
not  until  19  28,  when  the  Nationalist  Government  gave  promise  of  establish- 
ing itself  firmly  throughout  the  country,  that  the  plan  for  the  mint  began  to 
materialize  in  definite  form.  Now  a magnificent  building  has  been  erected 
and  fitted  with  the  most  up-to-date  machinery  for  making  coins  for  the 
Government. 

Much  of  the  mint’s  design  and  many  of  the  processes  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  coins  were  brought  to  the  project  by  Mr.  Wei  and  Mr.  Hewitt 
from  their  Philadelphia  experience,  and,  according  to  advices,  the  mint  is 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  modern  in  the  world.  Besides  having  designed 
much  of  the  minting  machinery,  Mr.  Hewitt  personally  designed  the  auto- 
matic weighing  machines  used  in  the  mint.  These  pieces  of  apparatus,  it 
is  said,  are  so  sensitive  and  accurate  they  are  capable  of  detecting  the 
weight  of  a pencil  mark  made  on  a coin.  The  machines  are  absolutely  auto- 
matic in  their  operation,  are  inclosed  in  glass  cases  to  protect  them  from 
possible  error  through  human  hands  and  unerringly  separate  the  illegal- 
weight  coins  from  the  standard.  Well  equipped,  the  mint  has  a possible  out- 
put capacity  of  400,000  coins  per  ten-hour  working  day. 


PEPYS  HAD  CHANCE  TO  BUY  COLEECTION  OF  ROETTIER’S  MEDALS. 

By  chance  I ran  across  a letter  in  the  appendix  of  Pepys’  diary,  which  I 
have  quoted  below,  thinking  this  may  be  of  some  numismatic  interest.  I 
was  surprised  and  pleased  to  find  fhat  I had  recently  purchased  one  of  the 
medals  that  was  in  the  list  referred  to. 

Samuel  Pepys  received  the  following  letter  from  H.  Slingesby,  Mint  mast- 
er under  Charles  II  of  England: 


“11th  October,  1687. 

“Sir — You  being  my  ancient  friend  and  good  acquaintance,  I cannot  doe 
lesse  than  offer  to  putt  into  your  hands  a general!  collection  of  all  the 
medalls  made  by  Roettiers,  of  which  I had  an  opportunity  to  chuse  the  best 
struck  off;  and  I am  sure  soe  full  a collection  noe  man  in  England  has  be- 
sides myself,  which  you  shall  have  at  the  same  rate  I paid  for.  When  Roet- 
tier  happens  to  die,  they  may  be  worth  five  or  ten  pounds  more,  and  yett 
are  not  to  be  had,  many  of  the  stampes  being  broke  and  spoiled.  I have 
sent  you  the  list  to  peruse,  which,  if  you  approve  of,  I shall  much  rejoice  at; 
if  not,  pray  returne  the  liste  againe,  for  I have  severall  friends  will  be  glad 
to  have  them  of, 

“Sr,  yours,  &c, 

“H.  SLINGESBY. 

“If  you  desire  any  of  the  King  and  Queen’s  coronation  medalls,  I have  6 
of  them  that  I can  spare  at  6s.  each.” 


Accompanying  the  letter  was  a list  of  medals  of  the  Dutch  artist  Roettier, 
who  had  superseded  Thomas  Simon  as  engraver  at  the  Mint.  In  this  list 
was  a medal  struck  to  celebrate  the  extension  of  the  English  dominion  in 
North  America,  which  was  dated  167  0,  and  bore  the  busts  of  Chides  11  and 
Queen  Catharine.  The  reverse  was  a map  of  a globe,  showing  Europe  and 
America,  and  the  inscription  “Diffiisus  in  orbe  Britannus”  (“Britain  extend- 
ed throughout  the  world”).  The  price  of  this  medal  was  given  at  16  shi  - 

I recently  purchased  one  of  these  in  a European  auction  sale  at  about  $3, 
which  was  less  than  it  cost  when  it  was  first  issued.  Mr.  Slingesliy  was  ^eiy 
far  off  in  his  prediction  that  the  value  would  greatly  increase.  No  dou  a 
financier  would  like  to  tell  us  how  much  off  Pepys  would  have  been  i - 
stead  of  buying  this  medal  he  had  kept  his  sixteen  shillings  earning  in  ei 


for  two  hundred  and  fifty  years.
